Itis as plain, then, as language can 
make it, that you cannot constitutionally 
hold two offices of profit ; and if you can- 
not hold these offices, you cannot legally 
excrcise the duties of them. If, there- 
fore, you have reccived any compensati- 
on for any duties unconstitutionally rene 
dered, you have received it contrary to 
the law ef the land; for I know of no tri- 
bunal in this State, authorised to reward 
the violators of the constitution and the 
law.

“ FRIENDS OF THE ENEMY !" 
OR, TRAPTOROUS CONDUCY. 


Part of a letter from one of the late hes- 
tages, who was confined at Worcester, 
to his faticr,in England, dated at Huli- 
fax, Feb. 4. : 

“ We were ten in number, and placed 
ina miserable, dirty, close room, with 
two dirty paiaisses, and only four or five 
dirty rugs to cover us—here we ate,| 
drank and slept, and being obliged to con- 
vert this one room to every purpose, 
without being allowed even half an hour 
for fresh air, and the privy in one corner, 
the room soon became very loatnsome. 
In this horrid state we remainca six 
wecks, and were about to be removed 300 
miles into the country, for the purpose of 
carrying the horrid execution [hanging | 
into feci with more casc ; the people of 
this State having ofienly declared that 
they would not suff. rit to take place here. 
On the evening before we were to be re- 
moved, we succeeded in breaking out of 
the juil; we were all but one in regjmen- 
tals, and that one myself. I, with three 
other officers, were fortunate enourh,‘af- 
ter much suficring and meeting with 
great difticulties, to succeed ingeting to 
Buston, where we found friends to assist 
us, and secret tis, until we finally suc- 
ceeded in getting af. 

. & They supplied us with colored clothes, 

and found a man who engaged to take 

us to Halifax for 750 dollars; every 
thing was arranged for our leaving Bos- 
ton. But by some ill luck the Marshal 
found out that we were to leave Boston 
on a certain night, aud to go in (he sloop: 
we had hired: he placed-himeelf and fif- 
teen mèn on the road we were to go, und 
stopped and searched every carriage.— 
Our FRIRNDS had provided. for us a car- 
riage exactly resembling the mail, and 
the Marshal, thinking: it was the mail, 
suffered it to pass: io a quarter of an 
hour he was undeceived, by the mail 
coming up, and he again pursued towards 
the sloop, out of which. he had previous- 
iy taken all the sails and all the stores of 
every kind, What our-sensations were 
on finding her in such a state, are not to 
be described—the sails and storcs had 
been put into a house at no great distance 
on the beach, we broke it open and carri- 
ed off the. jib aud mainsail, and a small 
quantity of -provisions, and threw them 
into the, boat and got the jib fastened top’ 
and bottom, aad pushed off the vessel ; 
the men we had’ hired, all excent one, 
forsook us, when they found we were so 
closely pursued, as they would certainly 
have boen hanged ifthey had been taken,

INDIAN TREATY. 
Cincinnati, July 24. 

By a gentleman from Greenville, we 
learn that the Indian Treaty was conclud- 
ed on Saturday the 16th inst. There 
were present the whole of the Shawano- 
esc, Delawares, Miamies and Weeas, and 
about three fourths of the Wyandots, and 
fragments of the Potowatamies, Kicka- 
poos, Ottoways, Nanticokes, Muncecs, 
Mivgoes and Senecas, making in the 
whole, as estimated by the Agents, four 
thousand souls. None of the Winneba- 
goes or Chippeways attended. Ofthose 
which were present, the Miamics only 
objected: to join in the war. Some of 
their principal chiets proposed to remain 
neutral. They were reminded by the 
commissioners, that our government, at 
the beginning of the war, had earnestly 
enjoined neutrality on them ; but as they 
had thought proper to becyme partics in 
the contest, they must now continue such. 
When the council opened the next day, 
that tribe, except the two chiefs alluded 
to, come forward and received the toma- 
hawk. The treaty was terminated the 
same evening by a war dance in the usual 
style. An express has been dispatched 
tothe President, and the agents intend 
keeping the Indians embodied till the ex- 
pected orders of the President for organ- 
izing the warriors, arrive, “They will 
form acorps of 800 or 1000 effective 
men.

Letters from Buffaloe, received at the 
War Department by the mail of yesters 
day, are of the 3d inst. They state that 
the whole ofthe enemy’s force moved up 
towards Fort Erie, and took a position a- 
bout a mile trom that of ourarmy; that 
on the morning of the 3d, before day 
light, they passed over the Niagara a 
body of 500 men, who landed below Biack 
Rock, evidently with a design of attack- 
ing Bulfiloe and destroying our stores at 
that place; that they were met, engage 
ed for some hours and compelled to ree 
cross, by a corps. of 200 riflemen. and 
some voluntecrs, under the command of 
Major Morgan of the Ist Rifle regiment 
that we had 3 men killed and several 
wounded, among was Captain Hamiitony 
Ist Ride regiment; that we had taken in 
the affair several prisoners; that the em 
nemy’s loss in killed and wounded is con- 
sidorable, and there is frequent skirmish 
ing between the armies on the Canada 
side. fat.

The whole of the enemy’s forces have 
moved up within about one mile of our

The President has been pleased to irane the fol- 
towing Proclamation, of which due notice will 
be taken. 


By the President of the Unied States of America, 


A PROCLAMATION. 


WHEREAS information has been received, 
that a number of individuals, who have deserted 
from the Army of the United States, have become 
senajble of their offences, and are desirous ot 1e- 
turning to their duty ; 

A full pardon is hereby granted and proclaim- 
ed to each and all such individuals as shall within 
three months from the date heicof, surrender; 
themselves te the commanding officer of any mi- 
lita:y post within the United States or the terri 
tories thereof. | 


In testimony whereof, I have cansed the sea) 
of the United States to be affixed tu these 
presents, ‘and signed the same with my 
hand. 

Done at the City of Washington, the seven- 
teenth day of June, A. D. one thousand 
eight hundred and fourteen, and ofthe In 
dependence ofthe United States the thirty. 
eighth.

All Officers and Soldiers of the Army are re- 
quired to continue thei exertionsin detecting and 
bringing to trial deserters from the army, 

A premium not exceeding, fifty dollars fer each 
deserter wiil be paid by the commanding office:

be brought and delivered, All officers and sof 
dies are required to enforce the law against 
ruth citizen or citizens as shall entice er procure 
a soldier to desert. The words of the law are as 
follows, viz : 

“Be i enacted, §c. That every person, not sub- 
ject to the rules and articles of war, who shall 
procure or enticea soldier in the service of the 
United States, to desert; or who shall purchase 
from any soldier, his arms, uniform, clothing, o! 
any pait thereof; and every captain or com: 
manding ofücer of any ship or vessel whe shall 
enter on board such ship or vessel as one of hi: 
crew, knowing him te have deserted, or othe: 
wise carry away anysuch solcier, or shall refuse 
to deliver him up to the order of his commanding 
officer, shall, upon legal conviction, be fined at

He 
had succeeded in turning the enemy’s 
left flank—had captured (by a detach- 
ment under Capt. Ketchum) Gen. Riall, 
and sundry other officers, and shewed 
himself again to his own army, in a blaze 
of fire, which defeated or destroyed a ve- 
ry superior force ot theenemy. He was 
ordered to ferm on the right of the 9d re- 
giment. The enemy rallying his forces, 
and as is believed, having received reine 
forcements, now attempted to drive -us 
from our position, and regain his artille- 
ry. Our line was unshaken, and the e- 
nemy repulsed. Two other attempts, 
having the same object, had the same is- 
suc. Gen. Scott was again engaged in 
repelling the former of these; and the 
last I saw of him on the field of battle, he 
was near the head of his column, and giv- 
ing to its march a direction that would 
have placed him on the enemy’sright.— 
lt was with great pleasure [ saw the 
good order and intripedity of Gen. Por- 
ter’s volunteers from the moment of their 
arrival, but during the last charge of the 
enemy, those qualities were conspicaous.

Gen. BROWN’s SECOND BATTLE. 

General Brown’s Report of the Battle 
of the 25th ultimo, at the Falls of Ni- 
agara. 

'SIR, 

Confined as I was, and have been, 
since the last engagement with the ene- 
my, I fear that the account I am about 
to vive, may be less full and satisfactory, 
than undefother circumstances it might 
have been made. I particuiarly fear, 
that the conduct of the gallant men it was 
my good fortune to lead, will not be no- 
ti¥cd ina way, due to their-fame and the 
honor of their country.
